Said “Children and Old People: Must 
Be Butchered”. 

“The plea that the Sci was 
not. personally responsible. “Tor the 
atrocities..committed. by ‘the German 
arinies during the war is belied by-a 
letter found by Professors Larnaude 
and» de la -Pradelle, two eminent 
French -authoritics on international 
law attached to the peace conference. 
This Iectter, which was written in the 
carly days of the war by the kaiser 
himself to the aged Francis Joseph, 
Emperor of Austria, is as follows: 
‘My heart breaks, but everything must 
be put to the fire and sword. Men, 
women, children, and old people must 
be butchered, Neither tree.nor house 
must be left standing, With these 
processes a-terror which alone is suf- 
ficicnt to impress people as degener- 
ate as the French, the war wil be 
over in two “months, whereas Jif I 
should show a humanitarian spirit it 
inight go on for years. Despite all 
my repugnance I have therefore cho- 
‘sen the former system,’ In the face 
of such a confession of guilt there 
should be no more quibbles over the 
-\Tegal status oF the ex-kaiser, William 
Hohenzollern, having ordered that 
‘men, women, children and old peo- 
ple must be butchered,’ should be 
seized at once by the allies so as to 
make* it certain that he can never 
again be. the ‘disturber of the tran- 
quility of the world.’’’ — Toronto
